It 
is presumed the submarine is a Ger- 
man and the tanker was set on fire 
as.a result of shell fire. 

Raider Short of Oil. 

Washington, August 16.—At the navy 
department tonight it was said “there 
is nothing to be given out” regarding 
the attack on a large oil tank steamer 
by a German submarine off Cape Hat- 
teras reported in a dispatch from Beau- 
fort, N.-C. 

It was generally believed the Ger- 
man U-boat, probably the same one 
which recently destroyed the Diamond 
Shoals lightship off Cape Hatteras, had 
run ghort of oil and had attadked the 
oil tanker with the purpose of replen- 


ishing its supply. After taking aboard | 


the needed oil, it was thought probable 
the submarine had shelled and set fire 
to the tanker. 

Through such attacks on oil tankers 
and cargo vessels, officials here have 
said, a German submarine commander 
may replenish his supplies of oil and

CUAL MINERS SEEK 
FLAT WAGE RAISE 


President Hayes, of the 
| ‘Union, Says Advance Must 
Be Granted or Coal Pro- 
duction Plans Will Fail. 


Indianapolis, Ind., August 16.—Labor 
conditions in the coal mining industry 
far which “the only logical solution 
is a substantial flat wage increase, 
to be applied to all classifications of 
mine labor,” will be discussed at a 
conference of district presidents of the 
United. Mine Workers to be held in 
Washington, August 22, according to 
an announcement made here tonight by 
Frank J. Hayes, president of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America. 

In announcing the conference, Presi- 
dent Hayes said it had been called “to 
avert, if possible, a rapidly developing 
labor condition within the coal indus- 
try, which, if permitted to go uncheck- 
ed, would undermine coal production 
plans.” 

The wage increase “can be met and 
applied by the coal operators without 
the necessity of an increase in the sell- 
ing price of coal to the consuming 
public,” asserted the miners official, 
who added that the paying of bonuses 
by many mine owners now “is indis- 
putable evidence that the industry is 
able to bear an advance in wages.” 

Caused by Bonus System. 

The labor condition, in brief, has 
been Caused, President Hayes says, by 
many mine owners paying bonuses in 
excess of the wage scale in order to 
obtain and keep miners in their mines. 
Mr. Hayes’ statment continues: . 

“The practice has become so wide-, 
spread that the stability of the entire | 
industry is threatened and the coal op- 
erators themselves are becoming alarm. 
ed at their own handiwork. 

“The fuel administration in conduct- 
ing investigations to find out the rea- 
sons for the condition and the identity 
of operators who are bidding for labor 
by the payment of bonuses. Various 
of the operators’ associations have pe- 
[titioned the fuel administration to save 
them from the disastrous results of the 
bonus system. : : 

“If bonuses are eliminated from the 
pay envelopes of the miners now receiv- 
ing them, the industry will lose .thou- 
sands so necessary to maintaining pro- 
duction, to say nothing of the. tion's | 
deriiand for a greatly increased oltput. 

“If wages are not increased to those 
not now receiving bonuses to he equiv-| 
alent of the bonuses now being re- 
ceived by other miners, then the in- 
dustry faces a sure and certain loss 
of needed man power. ; 

“For the protection of our entire war 
program, to keep the wheels of basic 
industry going full blast, it is neces- 
sary that a wage adjustment be made 
on a basis that will put an end to the 
wholesale competition for men and 
hold the miner to the mines where 
he would like to remain, if but given 
the equivalent wage possible for him 
to receive in other industries.” 

Mr. Hayes then refers to a confer- 
ence between officials of the fuel ad- 
ministration and the international of- 
ficers of the United Mine Workers, held 
in Washington July 29 and 30, and 
quotes a letter addressed to Dr. H. A. 
Garfield, United States fuel adminis- 
trator, and signed by President Hayes, 
Vice President John L. Lewis and Sec- 
retary William Green, of the United 
Mine Workers.” 

Fraught With Danger. ° 

In this letter the miners’ 
officials state that their files show 
that operators in Illinois, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania are paying their miners 
bonuses, while the operators of the 
southwest states and in Tennessee and 
eastern Kentucky petitioned the fuel 
edministration to prohibit, by execu- 
tive order, the paying of bonuses above 
the schedule of prices of the wage 
agreement negotiated in Washington in 


October, 1917, and approved at the bien- 
nial convention of the mimers, in Jan- 
vary, 1917. Such an order, the letter 
states, would be fraught with grave 
danger and would unquestionably re- 
sult in a serious decrease of produc- 
tion, “and would be met by keen resent- 
ment on the part of the great number 
of miners directly affected.” 

The officials of the miners, in their 
letter, arrive at the conclusion that 
“the only sensible; logical solution! is 
a substantial flat wage increase to be 
applied to all classifications of mine 
labor throughout the country. Such an 
action would only make general and 
official what is now being paid 
by the operators in substance and 
the effect of such an. increase 
can be met and applied by the 
coal operators of the United States 
without the necessity of an increase in 
the selling price of coal to the con- 
suming public. In the emergency, which 
is now unquestionably facing the min- 
ing industry, we are convinced that no 
other plan, save the wage increase we 
suggest, will meet requirements and 
properly protect the interest of our 
nation.”

 Jack’’ Smith Dies 
Near the Hour Set 


In His Premonition 


Unique Character Will Be 
Buried in Casket He Pur- 
chased 12 Years Ago, and 
Body Will Rest in Vault 
He Bult 25 Years Ago. 


Jasper Newton .Smith, Atlanta 
pioneer, builder of the famous “House 
That Jack Built,” a three-story stone 
structure fronting on Peachtree street 
opposite the Grand theater, and nearly 
200 other structures in Atlanta, died 
Friday night. at 9:15 o’clock at his 
apartments in the LaSalle hotel, form- 
erly the “Bachelors’ Domain,” which 
he also erected. Mr. Smith was fa- 
miliarly known as “Jack” Smith. His 
death, which occurred at the advanced 
age of 85 years, followed an illness 
of only one week. ° 

He was said to have told friends 
three days ago that he had a present- 
ment that his death would occur near 
9 o'clock, and the end came fifteen 
minutes past. that hour... 
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elve years ago he purchased the 
casket in which he desired to be 
buried and in it his body will rest. 
More than twenty-five years ago at 
Oakland cemetery he purchased’ a lot. 
where he erected a vault upon which 
is mounted a life-size effigy of him- 
self seated in a marble chair, Here 
he will be buried. One of his last 
requests was that his body be placed 
in the vault one hour before sunset. 
A Unique Character. ~ 

Mr. Smith was one‘of the most 
unique characters who ever lived in 
Atlanta. His life was an example of 
how simple living, hard work, sound 
judgment and strong character will 
enable a man blessed with few ad- 
vantages ét schooling in boyhood to 
carve his way to success. 

He was born in the year 1833, in the 
same that the wonderful phenomenon 
of nature took place—the falling of 
the stars. He had lived under twen- 
ty-seven governors of Georgia out of 
{ner fifty-six and under twenty-two 
presidents of the United States, count- 
ing from Andrew Jackson down to 
President Wilson. 

He came of Scotch-Irish and English 
parentage and had inherited the 
shrewdness of.the Scotch, the humor 
of the Irish and the determination of 
the English. He grew to manhood. 
in the county of Walton, the county of 
his birth. 

When General Beauregard opened 
fire on Fort Sumter and the south- 
erners flew to arms .“Jack” Smith was 
28 years old. At the call of the tocsin 
of war he with his nine brothers an- 
swered and stood shoulder to shoulder 
in defense of Dixie during the fear- 
ful four years of struggle. 

Makes Fortune in Atlanta. 

Following the war he left his home 
in Walton county and came to make 
his home in Atlanta, which had been 
swept by shot, shell and fire, leaving 
behind piles of white ashes and black- 
ened bricks. He saved what he could 
from the wreck of war and then set 
forth to win his fortune. 

Of independent mind anda natural 
abiilty, though of scanty education— 
all dominated by unerring common 
sense and a genius for hard work, he 
was ready to seize opportunities as 
they presented themselves. He saw 
at a giance that Atlanta would rise 
from her ruins, although then but a 
few thousand strong in population. 

He settled in the suburbs, paying 
$1,400. for fourteen acres of what is 
now Fourteenth street, near Peachtree, 
then just woods. He embarked in 
brick-making, and it is said that he 
has manufactured and sold more than 
10,000,000 bricks for various purposes 
in and near the city. The money he 
made in this way he invested in real 
estate, gradually working his way to 
fortune. 

To do this more rapidly he began to 
work toward the center of high values. 
He sold his holdings in the suburbs and 
began investing closer in. At length 
he bought the property upon which he 
built the famous “House That Jack 
Built.” He was the first man to build 
a business structure in the middle of an 
Atlanta bdlock.

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GERMANS STRIKE 
N VESLE FRONT 


Combined Gas, Artillery and 
Air Bombing Attack Is 
‘Launched Against French 
and Americans. | 


With the American Army on. the 
Vesle Front, August -16.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The Germans launch- 
ed a combined gas, artillery and air 
bombing attack upon the French and 
Americans along the Vesle early Fri- 
day morning. This was in retaliation 
for a bombing raid by American air- 
men upon bridges over the Aisne late 
Thursday. 

The German artillery continued 
shelling the cross-roads @uth of the 
Vesle for hours, on the assumption 
that the French and Americans were 
bringing up troops.. German avia- 
tors bombed the woods and villages 
south of the Vesle, apparently work- 
ing in relays. 

Raise on Aisne Bridges. 

A group of twelve American aviators 
participated in the raid on the Aisne 
bridges. Early Friday other American 
fliers went up and took photographs 
for the purpose of ascertaining the 
effects of the bombs dropped. A great 
deal of traffic had been reported pass- 
ling over the Aisne bridges, and the 
French and Americans increased the 
fire of their heavy guns in an attempt 
to destroy as many bridges as possi- 
ble. 

As a result of the reports of observ- 
ers, the French and Americans laid 
down a box barrage during Thurs- 
day night on machine gun nests along 
the hills to the northwest of Fismes. 
Observers and patrols reported Fri- 
day that twelve machine guns had been 
destroyed and every German gunner 
killed. . 

The Aisne bridges bombed. by the 
Americans were located between Pont- 
Arcy and Gernicourt, & distance of 
about twelve miles. The same district 
also is within range of the French and 
American heavy guns: 

Ammunition Trains Sighted. 
‘The allies are desirous of harassing 
the enemy as much as possible owing 
to reports that large ammunition

fed principally of infantrymen and 
trucks loaded with goods taken from 
houses in villages, according to re- 
ports by aerial observers and three 
Italians who escaped from the Ger- 
mans and ‘reached the American line. 
The Italians saw enormous shipments 
of household: material and similar ar- 
ticles and expressed the belief the 
Germans had brought them from 
south of the Vesle during the re- 
treat.

FOR RAIL IMPROVEMENTS 


War Needs Have F ae an 
Increase of the Origi- 
nal Budget. 


Washington, August 16.—The so- 
called billion-dollar budget, approved 
early this year by Director General Mec- 
Adoo for raflroad improvements and 
equipment, has proven insufficient to 
meet war needs, and it has been in- 
cresed to $1,097,398,000, or $156,000,000 
more than the original aggregate of 
budgets of all federally-controlied 
roads. This was disclosed today in a 
detailed report of capital expenditures 
authorized to date. : 

Most of the increases was made nec- 
essary by the growing need for cars 
and locomotives. Originally $486,600,- 
000 was authorized for purchase of 
new rolling stock, but this has been 
raised to $655,686,000 by huge orders 
placed by the railroad administration. 

For additions and betterments, in- 
cluding new yard and industfy tracks, 
terminal facilities,stations and bridges, 
the budgets of first-class roads pro- 
vided originally for $433,000,000. This 
has been pared down to $404,000, 000, 
chargeable to c@pital accounts, but ad- 
ditional work, costing $105,000,000, has 
been authorized, to be charged to op- 
erating expenses. The $20,000,000 ap- 
proved early thie year for extensions 
and branch tracks has been raised to 
$35,000,000. ‘ 

The $1,097,000,000 now authorized for 
additions, betterments and equipment, 


does not include an additional $125,- 
652,000 which will be considered as 
part of railway operating expenses. |

With the British Army in France, 
August 16.—(By the Associated Press.)

Householders Asked to Aid. 

Orders were also announced calling 
on household consumers to limit their 
use of ice as much as possible. No 
householder will be allowed more thah 
fifty pounds daily and this figure is to 
be regarded as a maximum rather than, 
an arbitrary amount. Where possible, 
householders are asked to limit their 
supply to 15, 25 or 35 -pounds. As a 
basic rule, each householder is expected 
to reduce consumption by at least 50 
per cent and by 75 per cent if possible. 

It is requested that no ice be used in 
drinking glasses even in private homes 
and those who use iced tea are ad- 
vised to keep it on ice rather than 
serve it with cracked ice in the glass. 

No restaurants, hotels or other public 
eating places were allowed on Friday 
to serve cracked ice in any beverage, 
and they will likewise be required to 
secure an ice permit for a _ limited 
amount from Mr. Ewing. 4 

On Friday the order prohibiting soft 
drinks wis rigidly observed by all soda 
fountain proprietors and Atlantans 
found themselves deprived for the first 
time of their favorite liquid refresh- 
ments. 

The city is in the grip of an ice fam- 
ine that is the worst ever experienced 
and these drastic steps were found nec- 
essary in order to conserve a largé 
enough supply for absolutely essential, 
household use and for the icing of re- 
frigerator cars and troop trains en 
route.

Washington, August 16.—Aneight per 
cent exemption, in addition to a specific 
$3,000 exemption on the excess profits of 
corporations, with a tax of 40 per cent on! 
all excess profits between eight per} 
cent and twenty per cent and a tax of 
60 per cent on all excess profits ex- 
ceéding 20 per cent, was agreed upon 
today by the house ways ‘and means 
committee. The committee, in writing 
this schedule into’the $8,000,000,000 rev- 
enue bill, also supported the treasury’s 
alternative plan for a flat 80 per cent 
tax on war profits. + 

The committee agreed to three clas- 
sifications of business for purpoges of 
deducting from the war profits tax. 
The deduction for pre-war earnings is: 
Financial and transportation corpora- 
tions, eight per cent; manufacturing, 
farming and géneral business, ten per 
cent, and mining and kindred hazardous 
business, 12 per cent. Ninety per cent 
of business corporations, it is estimat- 
ed, will be affected by the war profits 
tax and the remainder by the excess 
profits tax. 

$3,000,000,000 From Profits Taxes. 
~Estimates show excess and war prof- 
its taxes will yield a total of $3,000,- 
000,000, which would bring the total of 
the bill much nearer the $8,000,000,000 
goal. ; 

Chairman Kitchin, of the committee, 
said today that the treasury expected 
to submit tomorrow some further sug- 
gestions regarding the income tax. He 
said unless there is something to 
change the situation the normal income 
tax rate will begin with five per cent 
on the first $4,000, and ten per cent on 
all incomes between $4,000 and $5,000, 
the surtax beginning at $5,000.

Board of Education 
Plans for Heating 
Of the New Schools 


At its Friday morning meeting, the 
Atlanta board of education formulated 
Plans by which it is hoped ‘to bring 
about the installation of the heating 
apparatus and other necessary equip- 
ment in the three new school buildings 
now in course of construction on Spring 
street, Moreland avenue and in Oakland 
City, and it is expected that the plans 
will be put into effect, even though: the 
completion of the buildings is hindered 
thereby. Should the plan approved by 
the board of education be put in opera- 
tion, it will mean that the new build- 
ings will be ready.for occupancy adout 
the last of Oetober, but that the build- 
ings will be finished only in essential 
particulars. : 

The board of education's finance com- 
mittee took up the matter of heating 
and equipping the three new school 
buildings after the finance committee of 
city council dechined to appropriate 
$40,000 necessary for the heating and 
furnishing of the new school buildings, 
and it is believed the knotty problem 
can be worked out by using a portion of 
the money appropriated for finishing 
the ‘buildings, leaving the completion of 
the less essential portions of the build- 
ings until a future time. 

’. W. Lotspeich, supervising arch- 
itect for the school. buildings, ‘was. in- 
structed to leave unfinished those parts 
of the school buildings that could be 
dispensed with, and thus the money 
that would otherwise have been devoted 
to the completion of the buildings will 
be used in the installation of the heat- 
ing plants. 

As the Oakland City school building 
is being erected on the site of the old 
building, arrangements will have to be 
made to take care of the scholars of 
that school, and they will possibly be 
‘cared for in the Adair Street school by 
double sessions. The Oakland City 
school will be rushed to completion, 
and will be ready for occupancy about 
October 15, accprding to Mr. Lotspiech. 

A commitee was appointed, composed 
of Press Huddleston and A. J. Orme, to 
express the regrets ‘of theeboard of 
education over the resignation of Pres- 
ident R. J. Guinn and James E. Hickey. 
President Guinn will also be asked for 
his portrait to be placed beside other 
presidents of the board of education.

in regard to this war. Not that you 
people at home were not behind us be- 
fore, but somehow we did not feel the 
tremendous purpose and wonderful en- 
thusiasm we are now conscious of. 

“There were times last winter and 
spring when I felt blue and depressed. 
I felt that the country did not realize 
the enormity of the task before us and 
-had sent us over without realizing 
what we were up against. Now we 
know we will whip the Germans, be- 
cause the greatest nation on earth has 
said so and what is more to the pur- 
pose, has done the greater part of it 
in sending over men and munitions at 
the rate they are now coming. I won- 
der if you all know how we depend 
upon you, not only for supplies, but 
for morale. / 

“The last few days have shown what 
the Americans can do. As I look back 
over my experiences, however, those 
at the actual front pale into insignifi- 
cance beside that march we made in 
the dead of winter in snow knee-deep 
when we first came over. We covered 
nearly 100 miles and many a time I 
saw my men turn out of a hay mow, 
put wisps of straw in their shoes and 
light it to thaw them out enough to 
put on. On that march I took off my 
hat to the American soldier. I had ab- 
solutely no doubt as to what this divi- 
sion would do at the front.” . 

Captain Wilkinson went to France as 
a lieutenant in command of the medical 
corps of the Georgia company in the 
Rainbow division. This spring he won 
his promgtion through his services in 
charge of the medical troops of a reg- 
iment when the major was incapaci- 
tated through -illness and Lieutenant 
Wilkinson was assigned to his duties. 

He had served 18 months as an in- 
terne at Grady hospital in Atlanta when 
the Mexican border troubles arose and 
the national guard was formed. He 
went to the border with the Second 
Georgia and made a splendid record 
there. When the Georgia company wag 
formed for the Rainbow division he 
was given the command of the medical 
corps.

It would be far better for the state of 
Georgia to have no tuberculosis sanitarium 
than to operate one on the basis indicated 
in this communication. 

Of the accuracy of the charges made 
The Constitution does not know, but we do 
know that Dr. Born stands high in his pro- 
fession and that his statement is made after 
a personal investigation. 

If the sanitarium is being operated in 
the manner indicated, there should be either 
a revolution in its administration or it 
should be closed altogether. 

If Dr. Born has been imposed upon then 
it is a matter of justice to those'responsible 
for the administration of the institution that 
this fact be established. ; 

At any rate, the matter should have and 
no doubt will immediately receive the at- 
tention of Governor Dorsey with the view 
of ascertaining conditions at this institu- 
tion and informing the state accordingly. 


WAR AND LAW. 


“The fact that ‘these are war times’ has 
caused some of the unthinking to imagine 
that the law will be relaxed in punishing 
crime, and even to suggest that what they 
term ‘slight infringement of law’ be, in a 
sense, overlooked.” 


This, in substance, was what Judge Har- 
deman said recently, in his charge to the 
grand jury at the July adjourned term of 
Jefferson superior court. 


But he stressed the point that if there 
ever was a time that demanded the strict 
enforcement of the law, that time is now— 
and because of the war which is brought for- 
ward as an excuse for evading the law. 

“Our boys are fighting and dying Over 
There,” said Judge Hardeman, and we would 
not be true to them if we did not ‘keep the 
home fires burning,’ and heartily uphold 
the laws that make for the peace and se- 
curity of the homes they have left.”’ 

That notable utterance from the bench 
“was greeted with cheers,” as The Louis- 
ville (Ga.) News and Farmer states—a 
demonstration which was the more remark- 
able because “it was the first time such a 
thing had occurred in the court history of 
the county.” | 

It was the spontaneous, patriotic expres- 
sion of the people of the county, who are 
standing solidly by the courts in enforcing 
respect for law and order; the people who 
regard the service flag not only as the em- 
Blem of honor and service at the far battle 
fronts, but as the standard of Duty for the 
battle fronts at home. 

It has been predicted by the liquor in- 


terests here and there, that “a more liberal 


spirit” will soon prevail—“as a natural re- 
sult of the war,” and there can be no doubt 
that that false forecast is responsible for 
the large number of liquor cases that crowd 
court dockets, and would almost seem—in 
some sections—to threaten to keep courts in 
continuous session. 

That is why Judge Hardeman found it 
necessary to say, during the session of Jef- 
ferson court, that he was going to stamp 
out the business of liquor-selling if he had 
to hold court all the time!

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UNFAIR TO THE PRODUCER. 
It is so manifestly unfair to the two mil- 


lion or more producers of cotton in the 
south that the market price of their prod- 
uct should be controlled, often disastrously 
for them, by a gambling house set up*in New 
York, that government can il] afford longer 
to ignore the situation. 


There has never been any question about 
the cotton futures market being controlled 
by the New York Cotton exchange. Now it 
has been charged, in the investigation by 
the national department of agriculture into 
the cotton trade in New York, that the same 
institution controls prices of spot cotton 
through information furnished by repre 
sentatives at various business centers 
throughout the south. 


It can well be credited that this charge, 
in a large measure perhaps, is true. It was 
not denied by officials of the exchange, 
who were present when it was made. 

Thus the country is treated to the re- 
markable spectacle of a gambling house 
whose gaming operations were gupposed to 
have been suppressed by act - congress, 
not only continuing its illegal practices, but 
actually controlling the ready market in a 
product in which its chief interest is to 
depress the price for the financial benefit 
of its individual members. 

And the farmers, the producers, of the. 
south, are the victims of these gambling op- 
erations which the Smith-Lever law was 
supposed to suppress! 

What a farce is a law whose construc- 
tion by a branch of the government that 
enacted it, permits the continuance of the 
very evils it was designed to eliminate! To 
what a beautiful piece of camouflage has 
the country been treated! 

It must be held that the entire nation, 
at least the better part of it, is interested in 
the suppression of gambling on high moral 
grounds, even if the nation, as a whole, 
cares little for the great producing class. 

That producing class is surely entitled 
to protection against artificial methods used 
in controlling the price of its product. 
Natural supply and demand should be the 
only determining market factors. That is 
all the producer asks. We may presume 
congress intended to afford him that pro- 
tection in the Smith-Lever law. However 
good its intention, it has too evidently 
failed in its purpose. 

Congress can remedy this fault by a 
simple amendment. There is no question as 
to its duty. Will it do it? 

The Constitution has explained already 
how the construction placed upon the Smith- 
Lever act by the national department of 
agriculture has enabled the cotton exchanges 
to continue their gambling practices. It is 
due to the ruling which permits “junk” cot- 
ton—cotton of wholly unspinnable grades— 
to be tendered a purchaser in fulfillment of 
a future contract. No purchaser will ac- 
cept it; the tender, therefore, is a mere mat- 
ter of form, and gambling in futures goes 
on just as it did before there was any pre- 
tense of the requirement of actual delivery 
of cotton sold and bought on future con- 
tracts. 

The report, carried in current Associated 
Press dispatches, that the New York Cotton 
exchange also has a system by which it 
controls the spot market, makes it out even 
a more dangerous institution than if its 
activities were confined to gambling alone. 
Its purpose is to control the market in or- 
der to make money without effort, with the 
south as its victim. 

There is no excuse for the ‘existence of 
an institution 90 per cent of whose activity 
must be classed as gambling. 

As a matter of fact, the New York Cot- 
ton exchange might very well be dispensed 
with altogether without loss to the coun- 
try. The logical location of the primary 
cotton market is in the section where cot- 
ton is produced. 

The best remedy for present intolerable 
conditions would be the abolishment alto- 
gether of the New York Cotton exchange; 
the enactment of a law that would effec- 
tually suppress cotton gambling; the up- 
building of a primary exchange in the south 
for legitimate trading only, with a branch 
in New York for the convenience of the 
eastern purchaser and consumer. 

And some development of that sort is 
speedily coming, unless the New York insti- 
tution mends its ways. 

“It is the duty of congress to force the 
“mending.” It recognized that duty in its 
abortive effort. It is time now for it to 
“make good.”

Doctor Makes Charges 
Against Administration 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium 


Editor Constitution: I am reluctant to en- 
ter into any criticism of state institutions, 
or to bring te myself any undue notoriety, 
but, as a physician of this state, and having 
its welfare—and its people’s welfare—always 
at heart, I want to call attention to what I. 
believe is nothing less than disgraceful in 
the management of the state tuberculosis 
sanitarium at Alto, Ga. 

When this institution was founded, about 
ten years ago, I was for a term one of its 
trustees. I did not attend. regularly the 
meetings of the board, but have always been 
interested in its success. It is maintained at 
this time, so I am informed, by an appropria- 
tion of something like $50,000 a year, and of 
its more than 150 patients about half pay 
$1 a day, some 50 cents, and some nothing 
at all. 

Just now I have a patient at this sani- 
tarium. I visited him two weeks ago. What 
I saw with my own eyes, and what I was 
told by ten of the patients there, almost 
staggered me. The ten men who complained 
to me requested me not to mention one of 
them without mentioning them all, as the 
experience there had been that when a pa- 
tient made any complaint he was quickly 
gotten rid of. 

In Shack No. 1, where my patient was 
confined, was nine other men. They were 
all paying $1 a day. Not a window or door 
was screened. Flies absolutely swarmed in 
the room. You could rake your hand across 
the bed or a table and catch up a handful. 
These men told me that a few days before 
a meal was brought to them in which each 
patient was given one boiled egg. They 
declared to me that five of these eggs were 
so bad they could not be eaten, and that two 
other eggs actually had feathered chickens 
in them. They said that scrambled eggs 
had been served them with such a horrible 
odor to the dish that they had to leave 
the room. 

I saw the supper brought down to them 
the evening I was there. On a small waiter 
ten plates were stacked, and a negro orderly 
carried it high above his head in the hot 
sun. These patients say that if it had been 
raining it would have been brought to them 
in the same manner. But these plates were 
stacked partly on;each other, and on each 
plate was tNree biscuit, a chunk of beef, left 
over from dinner and poorly cooked, the men 
declared, and boiled Irish potatoes. Some 
coffee and milk was also served. Then the 
orderly passed around among the patients 
as they ate, and each took the knife he was 
eating with and sliced off a portion of al- 
most melted butter. I saw this. As the men 
sat on the bedside and ate with one hand, 
the other hand was kept busy fighting flies. 
Well man as I am, I could not have eaten 
that meal, and under tMose conditions, hard- 
ly to have saved my life. But these men 
declared it to be one of the best they had 
had in some time. 

I saw, in my three or four hours there, 
not a single nurse. These men declared 
there was none there to wait on them. They 
also told me that much cheap canned goods, 
such as mackerel and salmon, ‘and other 
kinds, was furnished them to eat. 

These patients declared there is no fumi- 
gation of any kind, and I saw no evidences 
of any. One patient told me his bed linen 
had not been changed for fifteen days, and 
ali told me that the linen is changed only 
about every ten or twelve days. Mattresses 
are never sunned, they said. 

With a big state appropriation, and with 
many pay patients, making a total of around 
at least $100,000 a year, it does appear to me 
that this institution could be handled in a 
clean, sanitary way; that it could be well 
screened, and that ood, wholesome food 
could be furnished. t was declared that 
when any officials visit the place the visit- 
ors are shown around by the superintendent, 
or one of his assistants, and they never get 
further than the door of the shacks, and 
really never see any of the bad side. 

I have names of the,patients who told

what I saw and the general appearance of

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-Major McGregor 
Assails Hardwick-- 
Says Watson 

Not for Him 
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(Frem The Lawrenceville News-Herald.) 

Major Charles E. McGregor, of Warrenton, 
spoke here last Saturday afternoon upon 
what he considers the main issue of the 
campaign—the defeat of Hardwick. 

He did not speak in the interest of any 
senatorial candidate, nor call even the name 
of either, except that of Hardwick. 

He is speaking independently and on his 
own initiative and for the single purpose of 
repudiating the statement made by Hard- 
E. Watson is supporting 
him, which he vehemently denounced as un- 
true, . 

McGregor is Watson's closest, most trust- 
ed, confidential, personal and political friend, 
and is always ready to defend and protect 
him against any wrong or injustice. 

He said that Hardwick’s attempt to se- 
cure the support of Watson’s friends through 
such a base misrepresentation was doing him 
a gross injustice, and that these loyal friends 
of his (Watson’s) would do him a great 
wrong by going to the assistance of our 
junior senator, in that such conduct on their 
part would be a direct indorsement of Hard- 
wick’s bitter denunciations and underhanded 
wrongs done to him. 

He said-that it appears to him that any 
man of ordinary common sense with the 
most infinitesimal knowledge. of human 
nature ought to know without being tola 
that Watson would go to the stake before 
voting for Hardwick. 

He said that Watson and Hardwick had 
never agreed upon only one question, and 
that was that both opposed the conscript 
act—that Watson thought it was unconsti- 
tutional and tested the question before the 
supreme court of the United States, and that 
when that great tribunal decided against 
his contention he bowed to its ruling, 
whereas Hardwick kept up the fight for 
purely demagogic and political purposes, 
knowing that what had been done could not 
be undone now, or hereafter. 

He said that Hardwick was directly re- 
sponsible for the suppression of The Jeffer- 
by the postmaster general—that 
Hardwick, Bankhead of Alabama and Fletch- 
er of Florida were on the postoffice com- 
mittee of the senate, and that they and 
Burleson colluded together to have the pa- 
per shut out from the mails—that the post- 
master ‘at Savannah, appointed by Hardwick 
and a tool of his, was the first postmaster 
to deny it transmission through the mails, 
and that the next one was Hardwick’s post- 
master at Thomson—that Miller, Hardwick's 
district attorney for the southern district of 
Georgia, bitterly prosecuted him in the 
United States court, at Augusta—that during 
his (Watson’s) trial, Hardwick publicly stat- 
ed that he hoped he would be convicted, and 
that he would like to see him hung and 
quartered, and didn’t care a d—n what be- 
came of the pieces. That this occurred last 
year, 1917, and what Hardwick then said was 
published in all the newspapers and given 
wide publicity. _ 

That the president does not run the post- 
office department, which is under the con- 
trol of Burleson, and had no connection with 
the exclusion of The Jeffersonian from the 
mails. 

He said that it was Hardwick’s political 
friends that attempted to assassinate Wat- 
son, and that he (McGregor) got a private 


letter from a personal and political friend of. 


his in an adjoining county, which he still 
has, giving him notice of what was going 
to be done, which he took advantage of to 
protect him “against the dam scoundrels.” 


He gave a great many other very inter- 


esting details of what was done around 
Thomson Curae those perilous days, that 
were not published in the newspapers. 


After detailing all these: various inci- 
dents he declared that he could not under- 
stand how any friend of Watson’s could vote 


for Hardwick, or be induced to believe that 
dag could have so little self-respect as 
o do so, 


He also said that Mr. Watson was not, 
nor would not either take any part in poli- 
tics now, nor even discuss’ political questions, 


but was loyal to his country, and that it 
would pain him for his personal and political 
friends so to act as to give indorsement to 
the wrongs Hardwick has done him. 


The major is a strong and interesting 
speaker, and what he said was: an eye- 


opener to many of the Watsonites who heard 
him, and radically changed the views and 
purposes of a number of them.

Occupational lead potsoning is & slow, 
insidious, chronic condition which generally 
escapes recognition until some serious com- 
plication arises, unless the worker is fortu- 
nate enough to undergo a regular medical 
examination by shop regulation. It used to 
be the belief that the mode of absorption of 
lead into the system was through the skin, 
especially through the palms of the hands, 
and this may possibly be a factor in rare 
cases: but we now know that the usual] and 
most important mode of entrance of lead in 
occupational poisoning is in the form of dust 
and volatilized lead inhaled or swallowed. 
Indeed, there is scarcely any convincing 
evidence that enough of any metal can be 
absorbed through the unbroken skin to be 
detected in the blood.or secrtions or to cause 
any sign of poisoning. When such absorp- 
tion seems to occur, the truth is, as a rule, 
that the metal has been inhaled in a volatile 
state or in dust, or ingested on or in the 
food in instances where the worker makes 
the mistage of eating in the shop. 


Type metal contains about 75 per cent @ 


of lead in alloy with 23 per cent of anti- 
mony and 2 per cent of copper, tin or zinc. 
From the wear of the type, dust is given off 
and collects in the bottom of the type cases, 
and such dust contains considerable lead. 
Dust deposited about the composing room 
has been found to contain about 1 per cent 
of lead, and traces of lead have been found 
in the dust collected in the atmosphere of 
the composing room. 

Printers are much more susceptible to 
consumption than are doctors and nurses. 
Perhaps the irritation of dust and the im- 
poverishment of the system by mild lead 
poisoning are explanatory causes of this high 
tuberculosis rate. Then, too, printers are a 
wicked lot, take them by and large, whereas 
doctors and nurses are angelic. 

Compositors who have the dangerous 
habit of moistening their fingers with 
saliva to get better hold of the type are 
pretty sure to develop lead poisoning sooner 
or later. Those who smoke while at work 
are also more liable to be poisoned. 

Modern establishments, equipped with 
vacuum systems and hoods and exhaust 
flues to diminish the danger from dust are 
fairly safe places to work, and with reason- 
able personal cleanliness there is practically 
no risk of lead poisoning except for those 
who file or polish type. 

Stereotypers and electrotypers are e¢x- 
posed to fumes which are likely to carry 
volatile lead directly into the lungs. Efficient 
systems of ventilation can obviate this risk. 

The printer must, indeed, be watchful of 
the dangers of lead poisoning if he would 
postpone his ultimate encounter with the 
devil.

He then walked to his seat, but a few 
moments later asked that he be put 
on the stand to explain something he 
had forgotten. 

He returned and said that as Stewart 
passed him while in the door of a drug 
store that he turned into the wall, fac- 
ing him (Gibson) and threw his hand 
to his hip, as if to draw a pistol. 

“Then it was I began firing,’ said 
Gibson. “After my first shot Stewart 
partly turned away.” 

Threatened Gibson. 

When the trial was resumed Friday 
morning the defense began laying the 
basis for the plea of justification. 

Witnesses were put on the stand to 
tell of the improper relation between 
Stewart and Gibson's wife. 

Judge A. C, Stone, uncle of the wife 
of the defendant, testified that he had 
seen letters written by Mrs. Gibson to 
Stewart, and that she admitted writing 
them.

Charles W. Mears, of Monroe, testi- 
fied Stewart had shown him letters 
from :Mrs. Gibson, and exhibited 
money, which, he said, he received 
from her. 
he “was going to kill John Gibson.” 

Mears said on the night of August 3 
he went to Monroe and told Gibson of 
Stewart's threats. 

O. D. Dolvin, of Atlanta, testified 
along the same lines as Mears. He told 
of seeing Stewart and Mrs. Gibson at 
‘Indian Springs some weeks ago, and 
saw a pistol drop from Stewart's 
pocket, 

E. P. Rogers, who resided in the same 
hotel with Stewart, told of hearing 
Stewart make threats against the life 
of Gibson. 

Testimony of a similar nature was 
given by U. S. Lee, of Monroe, and A. C. 
Griff; manager of the F. O. Watson 
coenpeny where Stewart was formerly 
em oyed. 

ibson was then placed on the stand 
and told his story without interruption 
from counsel. There was no cross- 
examination. 

He told of his good treatment of 
Stewart while in his custody in Monroe 
and on the train when Stewart was 
being taken back to the navy yard at 
(Sharleston.

Washington, August 16. — General 
Pershing today advised the war depart- 
ment that early in August a complete 
equadron of eighteen De Haviland four 
airplanes, built in the United States 
and equipped with Liberty motors. suc- 
cessfully carried out the first recon- 
naissance flight of American-built ma- 
chines behind the German lines. They 
returned without loss. 

In making this announcement Secre- 
tary Baker said that Brigadier General 
Foulois, 
led the expedition. This was the first 
report from General Pershing on the 
performance of American-built De Hav- 
ilands to be made public. 


Secretary Baker said his advices 
contained no other information regard- 
ing the flight except that Lieutenant 
Blair.Thaw also was on the trip. The 
time and place of the flight Mr. Baker 
considered it advisable to withhold. 


Liberty Motors Stand Test. 


The announcement was considered 
by officers as setting at rest rumors 
that the De Haviland machines were 
not a success and also showing that 
the Liberty motors have now proven 
themselves in actual war conditions. 
Whether the squadron was attacked 
was not stated. It would: have been 
well able to take care of itself, how- 
ever, as the machines, each carrying a 
pilot and observer, are equipped with 
four machine guns as recommendation 
of General Pershing made many months 
ago. 

No recent figures on the production 
of the De Haviland Fours are availa- 
ble and Secretary Baker would not 
sanction discussion of this phase of 
the matter. It is recalled, however, 
that the production of the one-thou- 
sandth = epeeealen the plant of the 
Dayton-Wright company was recently 
celebrated and since then another great 
— has come into quantity produc- 

on. 

It _is assumed that the squadror 
mentioned today is now regularly oper- 
eting at the front, which means that 
a large number of reserve and replace- 
ment De Havilands are ready behind 
it. Probably General Pershing has now 
at his disposal the majority of the 
craft of this type so far produeerd. 

Thére was much discussion of the De 
Haviland fours recently due to critical 
reports from the _ aviation service 
abroad, on the machine first received. 
Investigation here showed, however, 
that the specific complaints were minor 
in character and the fact that a full 
squadron has been organized and put 
into operation at the front shows this 
to have been the case. 


Tribute te American Skill. 


The history of the prodnetion of the 
De Haviland four, which is a British 
design, is regarded as a tribute to 
American engineering skill as it was 
put into production on plans largely 
worked out from a model plane sent 
from England and was intended only to 
get the plants going and keep them 
going until the later model, the De 
Haviland nine, should he ready. Plans 
for this model were greatly delayed in 
England and the four was taken up to 
prevent delay in production here. 

Many of the criticiems of the De 
Haviland Fours, it is understood. are 
met in the desi of the De Haviland 
Nine. With full information available 
this time, American engineers have 
been able ot prepare carefully for the 
sudstitution of the nines for the fours. 

The nines do not represent -ny nota- 
ble change from the fours, the later 
model being a refinement of the earlier 
machines. Both are‘two-seated, high- 
speed day bombers, equipped either 
to fight, bomb or scout under condi- 
tions that nequire high speed and easy 
maneuvering qualities. he type was 
adopted as a compromise Detween these 
varying fields of military aircraft in 
order to provide an efficient machine 
for gneral use to be supplemented by 
heavier, slower, weight-carrying night 
bombers and by the swift single-seated, 
combat planes, used to protect observ- 
ing and bombing planes from enemy 
raiders.

Representative John Y. Smith, of Ful- 
ton, has issued a statement of his posi- 
tion on the recently enacted “work or 
fight” bill, sustaining his vote in favor 
of thé same by citing the earnest re- 
quest for it by President Wilson, Sec- 
retaries Baker and Daniel, and other 
department heads of the sovernment as 
an urgent war measure. 

This statement of Mr. Smith has 
been called forth by the action of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades in ask- 
ing for Mr. Smith's resignation as at- 
torney for that organization by reason 
of having voted for this measure while 
it contained a clause making its pro- 
visions ap»! to workers out on strike 
because of differences with their em- 
ployers. 

Mr. Smith’s statement follows: 

“In the afternoon papers of August 
15 an article appears to the effect that 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades has 
requested my resignation as its attor- 
ney on the sole and simple ground that 
I exercised my constitutional right as 
a member of the general assembly and 
votad for what is called the “work or 
fight bill,” passed at the session of the 
legislature. 


“It is true that I voted for this meas- 
ure. This law has been passed in sev- 
eral states, and is about to be enacted 
by our national government. A re- 
quest fer its passage was made by 
the president, the secretaries of the 
navy and war departments, and also by 

General Crowder. 

‘This bill is a patriotic measure, and 
in securing its passage it is. simply 
intended that every man in the land 
must contributé sumething in the direc- 
tion of the winning of the war, and as 
the war progresses and becomes more 
terrible and calls for additional sacri- 
fices, the laboring people, I believe 
will regret their attitude with respect 
to this measure.

'COTTON MARKET — 
SHOWED FIRMNESS 
DURING THE WEEK 


New York, August 16.—The cotton 
market has shown continued firmness 
during the past week and prices have 
made new high records for the season. 
October contracts, for instance, sold at 
31.58 during today’s trading, making 
an advance of more than $33 per bale 
above the price prevailing shortly be- 
fore the publication of the last govern- 
ment report, while later deliveries have 
worked up to nearly the 31-cent level. 
The advance has been in the face of 
rather a bearish or reactionary senti- 
ment around the ring, reflecting a be- 
lief that the 30-cent level of prices 
would bring new crop-cotton on the 
market more rapidly than it could be 
absorbed and that drouth damage in 
the’ southwest was being exaggerated. 

Showery conditions reported in Texas 
during the middle of the week passed 
without any adequate relief fro the 
drouth, however, While hedge selling 
failed to develop in any volume and 
selling for short acount was held in 
check by the continued reports of crop 
deterioration, the encouraging crop 
news and the indications of a con- 
tinued active domestic mill consump- 
tion was shown by the census figures 
for July. Except for realizing, con- 
sequently, there has not been much 
pressure against prices, and while no 
marked improvement has been reported 
in domestic trade demand, houses with 
foreign connections have been among 
the buyers. 

Liverpool interests, in particular, are 
said to have been rendered uneasy by 
the situation in the southwest, where 
they usually secure the bulk of their 
early requirements. Today’s weather 
reports showed a renewal of clear 
weather in that section and private 
reports have increased apprensions that 
the next government figures will show 
a further sharp reduction in crop pros- 
ts. One of these reports made the 
condition 67.2, compared with 78.8 to- 
ward the end of July, thus indicating 
a deterioration of over 11 points for 
the half month, compared with the av- 
erage falling off of about 6.6 points 
for the past 10 years. The British ship- 
ping board has allotted ocean freight 
room amounting to 160,000 bales of Sep- 
tember sailing.

Re Tightened by Wil- 
son — Also Makes Flight 
From Draft Difficult. 


Washington, August 16.—Freedom 
of departure from this country of aliens 
by means of which a nuniber of dan- 
gerous enemy aliens have been able to 
escape from the authorities since the 
United States entered the war will not 
be permitted after September 15 under 
a proclamation signed by President 
Wilson and an executive order, both of 
which were made public tonight by the 
state department. The pyoclamation 
and executive order puts into effect the 
alien control law passed by congress 
last May. 

Aliens Must Get Permits. 

Under the executive order aliens aft- 
er September 15 will be required to ob- 
tain permits before leaving the United 
States, and additional restrictions will 


be placed on the entry of aliens into| 


Attempts to evade the 
draft through leaving the country, 


which officials believe will increase 
with the passage of the bill extending 
draft ages, will be rendered less easy 
- accomplishMent by the new restric- 
tions. 

“Herétofore Americah citizens have 
been required to make applications for 
passports in order to go abroad and to 
explain to the satisfaction of the de- 
partment of state the necessity of their 
trips, while aliens have been permitted 
to depart freely and without making 
applications for or “@xplaining. their 
trips,” said an explanatory statement 
issued by the state department tonight. 
“The new law now places aliens in this 
respect on a basis similar to that of 
citizens.” 

“It is believed many aliens have been 
leaving the United States as German 
agents, carrying information abroad 
for the use of the enemy. The new 
law is designed to prevent the depar- 
ture of all such enemies of the United 
States. There have been numerous in- 
stances of the operations of such Ger- 
man-paid agents and spies who have 
left the country because there was no 
law to prevent: their departure.”

Each alien must also submit a pass- 
port issued, renewed or visaed within 
ten days prior to the date of his appli- 
cation and must bring with him as wit- 
nesses an American citizen who can 
testify to the truth of the facts stated 
in his application. 

“Permits to depart will be granted 
only if it shall affirmatively ppear thac 
there is reasonable necessity for the 
journey and that such departure is 
deemed not to be prejudicial to the in- 
terest of the United States. Provision 
has been made under the new law for 
the travel of American citizens to and 
from our insular possessions on citizens’ 
identity cards to be issued by immigra- 
tion officials in lieu of regular pass- 
ports, and similar provision has been 
made for citizens and aliens living on 
either side of the Mexican border with- 
in the ten-mile limit of border cross- 
ings. Such cards will be issued by im- 

igration inspectors. 

Ne Passports te Canada. 

“No passports or permits of the kind 
mentioned will be required of persons 
going to.Canada, but male persons of 
draft age will be required to carry per- 
mits issued by their local boards. 

“The entry and departure of all sea- 
men, both citizens and aliens, will be 
controlled under the new law, through 
the issuance of seamen’s identity cards. 
Seamen’s identity cards will be issued 
to incoming seamen by the immigra- 
tion and customs officials acting in this 
capacity under the jurisdiction of the 
department of state. 

“Permits to depart, when issued, 
should be presented to the control of- 
ficer of the port of departure not less 
than twenty-four hours before the pro- 
posed date of sailing. The departure 
of enemy aliens and allies of enemy 
aliens will be governed by opeting reg- 
ulations until September 15.

PROPAGANDISTS SENT 
TO BOLSHEVIK TROOPS. 

Amsterdam, August 16.—Sixty prop- 
agandists belonging to labor organiza- 
tions supporting the Bolshevik regime 
have’left Moscow for the front, where 
the Bolsheviki are fighting the Czecho- 
Slovaks, according to a Moscow tele- 
gram by way of Berlin. The object of 
the propagandists is to stimulate the 
military spirit of the soviet troops in 
their campaign. 

Addressing the delegates in a fare- 
well speech, says the message, the 
date of which is not given, Premier 
Lenine urged them to the utmost ef- 
forts to raise the spirits and morale of 
the troops to the highest level and thus 
bring about the suppression of the 
Czecho-Slovak movement. 

“You must imbue them with the con- 
sciousness of the danger and the need 
of every honorable man supporting the 
soviet republic,” Lenine is quoted as 
saying. 

According to The Vienna Neue Freie 
Presse, War Minister Trotzky is also 
touring the same front, urging the peo- 
ple to “fight against the enemy.” 
COSSACKS CLEAR 
LEFT BANK OF DON. 

Amsterdam, August 16.—The Don 
Cossacks have cleared the left bank 
of the Don of their opponents and are 
marching victoriously on Zaragin, from 
which they are only one day’s march 
distant, says an official statement is- 
sued by the Don Cossacks staff and re- 
ceived here from Kiev. 

The newspapers at Kiev report that 
the Cossacks from the northern Don 
region have entered the government of 
Veronesh. 

A dispatch to The Cologne Zeitung 


from Kiev says that the Don and Ku- 
ban governments and the leaders in 
the adjoining regions have entered ne- 
gotiations looking to the establishment 
of a joint central government. 


RUSSIANS HAIL 

BRITISH TROOPS. 
London, August 16.—The population 

of the Murmansk region received with 

joy the British force that landed there 

recently, according to un allied diplo- 


mat who has arrived in London from 
Petrograd. 

“I was in Murman when the British 
troops arrived,’ he said, “and am quite 
unable to describe the pleasure that 
the arrival caused. Old men and wom- 
en wept with tears of joy, crying, ‘At 
last Russia will be saved!’ The peas- 
ants, workmen and aristocracy know 
that Germany is their enemy. 

“Never has the situation been = so 
favorable as today for the presence of 
the allies in Russia. Many men in 
Petrograd who held high positions in 
the old Russian army say their worst 
enemy is Germany. They have told me 
that they know now that the only real 
friends of Russia are the allies.” 
BRITISH TROOPS 

TAKE BOTH SIDES. 

London, August 16.—A curious coin- 
cidence comes to light in connection 
with the arrival of the British at Baku. 
The garrison consisted largely of Bol- 
sheviki, who, with Armenians, were op- 
posing the Turks. Thus the British, 
while fighting the Bolsheviki in the 
north, are co-operating with them in 
the south. Aside from the Caspian op- 
erations there has been a movement of 
British troops from India and Turke- 
stan. These passed through Baluchi- 
stan and eastern Persia, and joined 
forces with the Turcomane,’ Bokharans 
and local social revolutionaries, who 
are fighting the Bolsheviki. The Brit- 
ish also are guarding the trans-Cas- 
piam railroad to prevent the enemy 
from gaining access to Afghanistan 
and the Indian frontier. 


GERMAN EMBASSY 

LEAVES PETROGRAD. 

London, August 16.—Anti-entente 
circles in Petrograd were surprised and 
dismayed when the German embassy 
and mission which had gone to Petro- 
grad from Moscow, suddenly left Pe- 
trograd, according to a Stockholm dis- 
patch to The Times, quoting The Pe- 
trograd Gazette, the only anti-Bolshevik 
newspaper allowed to appear in Pe- 
trograd. Although The Gazette is op- 
posing the Bolshevist regime, it is vio- 
lently pro-German and anti-British. 
It is said that the arrival of the Ger- 
man embassy at Petrograd gave rea- 
son for the belief that it would remain 
permanently there. The mission num- 
bered 700, and brought its archives and 
stores to Petrograd by automobile. 
The Gazette prints a dispatch from 
Kiey stating that Germans are making 
wholesale arrests of workmen, especi- 
ally railway employees, and is sending 
them to concentration camps at Brest- 
Litovsk and Béilia. 


“WOMEN OF LEISURE” 
URGED TO FARM WORK 


New York, August 16.—An appeal to 
“women of leisure” of New York to 
save the harvest by volunteering for 
farm work at good pay was made 
here ttoday by the industrial commis- 
sion of the state department of labor. 

The appeal says that several hun- 
dred women between the ages of 18 
and 35 are needed this week. Women

AJjl the :uffering and all the 
Breat strain on our resvurces can be 
met only by the complete pooling of 
them. 

“Great Britain and America have not 
suffered like some of the allies. They 
have been spared the misery of inva- 
Sion and the sight of their fairest prov- 
inces trampled by ihe cruelty of tyran- 
nous enemies. ‘That only means that 
we must redouble our efforts in the 
common cause. Everyone knows we 
have not spared our blood, money, trade 
und shipping, and we are not going tv 
spare them. All these things we are 
bound to do in the common cause. All 
these things we will do. 4 

“The unity of the alliance is due to 
the realization that we are engaged in 
a great cause—fighting for justice 
against force; right against might. If 
we are merely going to restore by our 
victory the world tu what it was be- 
fore the war, then I will not say this 
war has been fought in vain, but we 
shall have missed the greatest chance 
ever offered to a generation of men. 

“We must rebuild the international 
system. That is why I bDelicve this com- 
mission is the organization upon whicn 
a league of nations can ultimately be 
built. 

“IT have said that we are in partner- 
ship. 
tending that partnership that we per- 
haps could show the way for a future 
organization of nations. I betieve this 
to be the greatest opportunity for 
statesmanship ever offered te mankind. 
It is our business not to falter.” 


America Means to Win War. 


R. B. Stevens said: 

“While Americans live thousands of 
miles away from the terrible politics 
of Europe, they today'thank God they 
are permitted to join in this bittle. 
They are men enough, with courag 
enovgh and resources enough to defeat 
the Germans. If Americans make the 
necessary sacrifices we will win the 
war within a year.” 

As Mr. Stevens closed Lord Robert 
again rose and said: 

“The inspiring speech of Mr. Stevens, 
to which we have just listened, must 
bring increased courage to all our 
hearts. We recognize the enthusiasm 
and devotion of the American: people 
and gladly welcome tft.em to their share 
in the great task before us. There is 
upon my right a representative of the 
Japanese empire, which we hope is 
about to open a new and glorious chap- 
ter in the struggle.” 

Marquis Imperiali, Italian ambassa- 
dor to Great Britain, said: 

“In time of war unity is life itself. 
The unity as exemplified by this com- 
mission, which has held together all 
the progressive nations of the world. 
is that unity which must in the end 
triumph over the formidable might of 
the enemy.” 


LEAGUE OF STATES 
FOR DUAL MONARCHY 


London, August 16.—A plan has been 
adopted for the formation of a league 
of Austro-Hungarian states, to be au- 
tonomous in dealings with home af- 
fairs, according to a Vienna dispatch, 
quoting The Czech Radical organ in the 
Austrian capital. The Exchange Tele- 
graph correspondent at Copenhagen 


transmits the dispatch, as printed in 
The Berlin Vossische Zeitung. The quo- 
tation from the Czech organ reads: 

“It is learned from a reliable course 
that Premier Hussarek has reaced an 
understanding with prominent repre- 
sentatives of all the Austrian parties 
for a complete revision of the Austrian 
constitution. It is planned to form a 
number of states that shall have home 
rule, including the German, Czech, 
Polish and South Slavonian § states. 
These, with Hungary, will form a 
league of Austro-Hungarian states.”

SOFT DRINK EMPORIUMS 


Augusta, Ga., August 16.—(Speciai.)— 
Professor C. W. Stiles, United States 
health officer in charge of this mili- 
tary district, yesterday made a personal 
inspection of the Augusta soft drink 
places.

INDEX OF SOLDIERS 
IN CASUALTY LISTS 


Washington, August 16.—Exact in- 
formation concerning wounded and 
sick American soldiers admitted to hos- 
pitals overseas will be made immediate- 
ly available to relatives or friends of 
the men under a plan being worked:out 
at the war department. 

Secretary Baker said today he had 
visited the office of Surgeon General 
Gorgas to look into the daily reports 
from the hospitals with a view to hav- 
ing them carded, catalogued and tab- 
ulated so that the most instant infor- 
mation can be given to all inquiries. 

The hospital records, Mr. Baker said, 
will be brought here weekly by courier 
from France and thus it will be pos- 
sible to give the exact nature of the 
wpund or the disease from which the 
men are suffering. The information 
will be available through the adjutant 
general. 

The task of installing the s;stem 
will b2 a big one, but the war secretary 
believes the information should be 
available for in thousands of cases it 
will relieve unnecessary distress and 
doubt which follows appearance of the 
names of the men on casualty lists as 
wounded, degree undetermined, or se- 
verely. 


CURTAILMENT ORDERED 
IN T HE USE OF CEMENT 


Washington, August 16.—Use of ce- 
ment by industries engaged in other 
than war workwill be greatly curtailed, 
if not completely stopped, by *an order 
today by the fuel ‘administration, re- 
stricting delivery of coal to cement 
manufacturers to 75 per cent of the 
normal amount. Manufacturers may 
make cement in excess of their allot- 
ment if greater production is re- 
quired by the gvernment. 

The cement industry, a statement is- 
sued by the fuel administration says, 
uses approximately 8,000.000 tons of 
coal a year, and an investigation made 
by the war industries board and the 
fuel administration has shown con- 
siderable quantities of cement are still 
being manufactured for use in non- 
war construction which could be post- 
poned. 

Thousands of tons of coal saved by 
the curtailment order, the statement 
says, will be diverted to essential war 
uses. 


|CONFLANS IS BOMBED

With the American Army in France, 
August 16.—(By the Associated Press.) 
An American bombing squadron com- 
manded by Lieutenant Gudelach drop- 
ped twenty bombs on the railway yards 
an Conflans yesterday.
